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CORRIGAN IS REVERSED: 


Polleeman Convicted of’ Disorderly 
Conduct Gets New Trial. 


The conviction of Policeman Patrick’ 
Lennon before Magistrate Corrigan, of 
disorderly conduct on.Jan. 26, 1922, was 
feversed by the Appellate Division yes- 
terday, and a new trial ordered ‘‘on 
such a. charge as the District Attorney 
is ‘advised should be lodged seuinst the 
defendant.’’ 

Magistrate Corrigan was sitting in Jef- 
ferson Market ‘Court when Lennon 
brought. in- Owen “W, -Watkins and 
chargéd him with disorderly conduct. 
Watkins alleged that‘ Lennon had ar- 
rested him ‘without cause in a restaurant 
and that he was. beaten. by the police- 
man on the way to the station house. 
The Magistrate. directed-that ‘a charge 
of disorderly conduct. be. lodged against 
the policeman; and had the case trans- 


‘| ferred to Hssex- Market, where he next 


sat. He found Lennon guilty and sen- 
tenced him to thirty “days ‘in jail, but 
when the case:came before. Judge. Rosal- 
sky in General Sessio: on appeal,’ the 
sentence was reduced to fhe one day. the 
policeman had served before he ap- 
pealed.
